2. NOVELTY 

The subject-matter of the claims is novel (Article 33(2) PCT). D2 discloses in claim 1 a 
generic formula which differs from the generic formula of present claim 1 in the substituent 
R1 of the present application. 

3. INVENTIVE STEP 

The subject-matter of the claims can be considered as involving an inventive step (Article 
33(3) PCT). The document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject- 
matter of claim 1 . It discloses tricyclic ligands for the corticoid receptor, which differs from 
the present compounds in that only one of the rings is heterocyclic, no isoquinoline moiety 
is present. The problem to be solved by the present invention is seen in the provision of 
further tricyclic derivatives as ligands for the corticoid receptor. In view of the experimental 
part and the other information as given in the description, it can be assumed that this prob- 
lem has been solved for those compounds as disclosed in the claims. The prior art D2 
gives no indication that the disclosed compounds possess an activity as ligands for the 
corticoid receptor. Therefore, D1 and D2 together would give no information, which would 
motivate a man skilled in the art to arrive at the present invention.
